Tront Fishing th Nebraska,

Buokux Bow, Neb,—I do not think itis
generally known that there isa little—a vory
littie—gond trout fishing In Nebraska, writes
C. . Hubbard of Broken Bow, in the Forost
and Strenm. At least, 1 was not awars of
the faer until 4 month ago. A business matter
called me into the northern part of the state.
At Alnsworth, tho county seat of Brown
county, on the Fremout, Blkhorn & Missouri
Valley raflroad, 1 found mysolf under the
necessity of driving to Bassett, the county
seat of the adjoining county. In conversa-
tion with the driver the subjoct of fish came
up and he ioformed me that at Long
Pine  some  very finoe trout flshing
could be had.  On my expressing inovedulity
that there were any brook trout in Ne-
brasin, he sdmitted that they might be pike
or pickeral, he wasn't sure, and [ dismissed
the subject from my mind, However, when
we erassed Long Pine creek the nppoasrance
of the water and surroundings revived my
interest, and when a fine Imr:mumi trout,
nicely flanked, was placed before my plate
at the dinner table at Long Pine, my doubts
ull vanished, and nothing short of a dive dis-
aster eould hnve kopt me from going back to
Long Pine that evening, At the railroad
oating houso alarge tank crowded with
oastern and rainbow trout confirmed both
ears and  appoetite, sad 1T made hasty
[lmpnrul-ium for a half-day's fishing the fol-
owing morning. I borrowed the landlord’s
henvy bamboo vod, the anly one in town, but
no flies or lendera could be obtained, *“These
trout.” said the lnndlord, “won't take flics.
I've tried ‘om.  There are no worms here
and we hove to use minnows™ As | was
after trout, for the sake of trout I did not
object to the rather unsportsmuantike way of
procuring them, so secured my minnows,
drove up the stream about four miles and
camo in after threo or four hours with six-
tevn trout weighing six and one-half pounds,
This stronm was stocked by the govern-
ment some ten years ago with both rainhow
wnd eastorn brook troat, since which time
the fish have been thriving and multiplying,
The strenm ean b wadad its entivre length of
twenty-tive miles,  Fishing goes on here the
yoar around, aund If this continues tho fish
will  sooner  or  luter boe  exterminsted,
especinlly as pike are beginning to find their
wiay into the stream.  In spite of the land-
lord's story 1 saw fish rising to the cedar
fies nnd am satistied that good sport could
be had and fair success with the brown
hackle, Trout have boén  caught  here
woighing five pounds, and ivis nothiug un-

common to take o Lwo or throe-pounder.
